the first prize for dressed poultry and the first prize for brown eges. 

As a show bird the Langshan holds its own with any other bird, 
in the ring. Where is ere: another bird with as graceful appearance 
as the Langshan, with its stately carriage? Look at the males. Their 
form is uigh perfection. Standing well balanced, with their heads 
erect and their large flowing tails well carried up. they present a — 
charming appearance. At the poultry shows you will notice groups 
of visitors stopping before the Langshan coops admiring their orace- 
ful form and proud bearing. * 

The chicks, when hatched, are, as a rule, if from healthy stock, 
strong and very easily raised. In color the blacks are not black when 
hatched. Some will show more white or canary color than black. A 
person not acquainted with them would be disposed to consider them ee 
not pure. The whites will frequently come almost blue in color: so e 
do not judge them as to color when first hatched. As they grow they : 
will change color, and when they are fully developed you will have a : 
graceful, handsome and evenly colored bird.
